One reason lor the Jack ol excitement was 
that the public Knew very little about what 
was being accomplished' toward finding a 
basis for a world security organization. Un- 
dersecretary of State Stcttmius assured the 
world that proRrcss was made and much 
unanimity of purpose achieved, Bui satisfac- 
tion In this Is offset by the puzzllnn and per- 
sistent reports of a major point of disagree- 
ment. 

This has to do with the proposed world or- 
ganization's procedure. If one ot the major 
powers Is accused of aeRresslon. Russia is un- 
derstood to have Insisted on the accused pow- 
er's right to vole on the accusation. Tlils 
country and Britain reportedly favored the 
denial ot that voting right. 

The puitzling thing Is how a group of blg- 
le&gue diplomats could find themselves 
stymied by such a question. Certainly there 
Is only one possible answer, which any rea^ 
fionably well-informed person should be able 
to give In short order. And It would be si 
thing like this: 

The present proposal for a world security 
organization would require a unanimous vote 
ot the permanent (major power) members 
and a majority vote of the smaller power 
members on the executive council before ac- 
tion could be taken to halt aggression. 

But a great power, accused of aggression 
and allowed to vote, certainly would not vote 
It^eir guilty. 

. Accordingly, if one ot the great powers v 
clearly the aggressor, the world security 
gannztttion would be powerless to act. The 
elaborate machinery of arbitration, sanctions 
and force couldn't even get started. 

Besides obstructing the function of any 
world peace group, such a provision would 
certainly commit the framcrs ot the world 
security plan to a policy of one set of laws 
for the little powers, and a different set for 
the big ones. That's scarcely the way to build 
the foundations tor a peaceful common, 
wealth of nations. 

Certainly the. waiting world doesn't be- 
grudge the first Dumbarton Oaks delegates 
six weeks Instead pf three to begin their mo- 
mentous task. 

But if part of that time was taken up In 
arguing such an obviously unworkable pro- 
posal OS that attributed to Russia, and then 
winding up' In disagreement, ft may mean 
that the stops toward world peace are going 
to be slow and faltering.
